The Value of Profits 


f GOOD example of the very 
great importance of profit may 

be seen from the remarkable ac- 
complishments 

of the late Hen- 

ry Ford. Start- 

ing with a capi- 


tal of $28 thou- 
sand dollars in 
20 years, Mr. 
Ford’s enter- 
prise was worth 
$1 billion dol- 
lars. This hap- 
pened because 
Ford plowed 
68% of his earn- 
ings back into 
his business. To- 
day that cannot 
be done; the taxers and the 
equalizers do not permit it. 

If the wealth dividers of Mr. 
Ford’s day had succeeded in cut- 
ting in half the amount of profit 
that he was able to plow back 
into his business and had allowed 
him to so employ only 34% of his 
earnings, the growth of the busi- 
ness would have been cut down 
not by one-half but by 98%. 

At the end of 20 years under 
such conditions, Ford would have 
owned a $20 million dollar com- 
pany instead of a $1 billion dol- 
lar enterprise, and the vast bene- 
fits that have been conferred 
upon all of us because Ford was 
not equalized would not have 
taken place. Not being subject to 
excessive taxation, he was per- 
mitted to earn large profits that 
enabled him to run his $28 thou- 
sand dollars up to $1 billion dol- 
lars in the short period of 20 
years. In doing so, he made a 
large number of other men rich, 
but what is more important, he 
made all of us much richer than 
we otherwise would have been. 
The great Ford fortune is cer- 
tainly tiny in comparison with 
the benefit accruing to society as 
a result of the activities of this 
extraordinary man. If Ford had 
been prevented by taxation and 
government regulations from do- 
ing what he did, inferior auto- 
mobiles would probably be cost- 
ing $10 to $15 thousand dollars 
today and millions of men that 
find employment in the making 
of tires, the operation of ga- 
rages, and in servicing and 
making automobiles would not 
have jobs. 

We know that Jesus in some 
of his parables praised and re- 
warded the men who had used 
their means to earn a_ profit 
while he penalized those who had 
been sloughful and had not used 
their money to earn interest or 
profits. Hard work, thrift, indus- 
try, self-reliance, the willingness 
to provide for one’s own, and the 
earning of a profit are in har-

The Florence Times recent- 
ly won a Significant battle in 
its continuing vigil to retain 
freedom of the press, The bat- 
tle occurred when one of the 
paper’s reporters was excluded 
from a public meeting after the 
reporter had cited the law 
governing situations where the 
press may lawfully be excluded 
from public meetings. 

The hassle ensued when Staff 
Writer Pete Kelly attended a 
meeting of the Community Ac- 
tion Program Committee, a lo- 
cal committee which adminis- 
ters all programs under the 
Anti-Poverty Bill. Purpose of 
the meeting was to elect ‘an 
administrator for the over-all 
program, a position carrying a 
$12,000 salary paid from public 
funds, 

The committee chairman an- 
nounced that the executive com- 
mittee had met previously and 
agreed that the press should 
be asked to leave the meet- 
ing during the discussion of the 
applicants, Kelly told the group 
that Alabama law stated that 
the press could be excluded 
from a public meeting only 
when the character of individ- 
uals was being discussed and 
treated as confidential informa~ 
tion and agreed not to publish 
any of the discussion concern- 
ing character of individuals. 

The full 21-man committee 
voted unanimously to back up 
the executive committee in ask- 
ing the press to leave, commit- 
tee members stating they felt 
they, “would be able to have a 
freer discussion if the press 
was not there,’’ The commit- 
tee secretary refused to pre- 
sent the applications for dis- 
cussion and consideration while 
the press was present, 

When it appeared that the 
meeting was at a stalemate with 
the press in attendance Kelly 
agreed to “leave the meeting 
during the discussion of charac- 
ter of individuals,” He was not 
called back into the meeting 
until the administrator had been 
selected and other official ac- 
tion taken.

Kelly had attended the meet- 
ing because of numerous re- 
ports of “pressure politics and 
railroading” in the selection of

In a front-page editorial ac- 
companying the story about the 
meeting, Publisher R, N, Ham- 
mell termed the exclusion, 
“management of the news” and 
called for another “open and 
public” meeting. 

Upset by the general furor 
created by the story and edi- 
torial, the committee issued a 
Statement in substance apo- 
logizing for the incident and 
promising no further exclusion 
of the press, 


The statement read:''Thro- 
ugh inadvertence, Mr, Kelley 
was not immediately invited 
back to the meeting after the 


discussion of character and 
qualifications had terminated, 
The executive committee is of 
the opinion that Mr, Kelley 
should not have been excluded 


during the discussion of any 
matter other thancharacter and 
qualifications of respective ap- 
plicants, Mr, Kelley was not 
intentionally excluded when 
matters other than character 
and qualifications were being 
discussed, His exclusion for any 
other period was merely the re- 
sult of an oversight, The exe- 
cutive committee will recom- 
mend and respectfully suggest 

that all news media be 


cordially invited to attend all 
further meetings...” 
While this infringement on 


the rights of the press might 


not appear to reach major pro- 
portions, the Florence Times 
feels that any such violation, no 
matter how insignificant it 
might appear on the surface, 
is a serious matter and should 
be, “nipped in the bud,”

NEGRO TEACHERS 
AND NEGRO SCHOOLS 


written by a prominent Negro 
Editor, 

(The following article is an 
Editorial taken from the Jack- 
son, Mississippi, “Jackson Ad- 
vocate, a Negro newspaper, of 
June 5, 1965.) 


The effect of NAACP action 
in 1950, in allowing itself to be 
led by its non-Negro element, 
into changing its campaign for 
equalization of Negro and white 
education in the south to a de- 
mand for integration of educa- 
tion in the south despite the pro- 
gressive history andtraditionof 
Negro schools in the south and 
their great contribution to the 
cultural, intellectual, inspira- 
tional, moral, and_ spiritual 
growth of southern Negroes, 
is now being clearly seen as 
more and more Negro teachers 
in Negro schools in the south 
are facing the prospects of los- 
ing their jobs with the mount- 
ing demands of the NAACP 
and other civil rights groups for 
immediate total integration of 
public schools in the south as a 
result of the 1964 civil rights 
act, 

From reports from the State 
of North Carolina some 500 
Negro teachers will lose their 
jobs this year, and there are 
also reports of demonstrations 
somewhere in the State of Geor- 
gia where and because of Negro 
teachers losing their jobs onac- 
count of integration, these num- 
bers with some others here and 
there to be added to the first 


. Negro casualties to integration 


in the State of Oklahoma where 
in 1953 or thereabout, virtual- 
ly the entire force of Negrotea- 
chers in the state, some four 
hundred or so, lost their jobs 


to total 
gration, 

Before going any farther on 
this subject, we say again here 
what we have said repeatedly, 
that the action of the NAACP 
at its first nation-wide civil 
rights mobilization in Washing- 
ton in 1950, where as one of 
the principal speakers we offer- 
ed strenuous opposition to such 
a move, in changing from its 
demand for equalization of Ne-~ 
gro and white education in the 
south to the demand for inter- 
gration, without first presenting 
to Negroes the value of the 
vote, the political participation, 
made the greatest mistake in 
the history of the Negro strug- 
gle in the United States, 

These new developments re- 
garding Negro teachers losing 


public school inte- 


their jobs, which could have 
been foreseen by any but the 
Starry-eyed zealots and profes- 
Sional civil rights promoters, 
lead again to point out that the 
Negro is the only group in 
the conglomerate racial, eth- 
nic, nationalist groups that 
makes the United States truly 
(a 
ie 


a “Nation of Nations", being 
called upon to sacrifice every- 
thing of value in his culture, 
history, and tradition in the 
name of integration; and the 
worse sacrifice that he is being 
called upon to make is the sa- 
crifice of Negro public schools, 
and Negro public — school 
teachers, 

We reject completely, and 
we feel that every really intel- 
ligent Negro should reject the 
proposition that the existence 
of an all-Negro school nulifies 
Negor freedom and first-class 
citizenship, and is not in keep- 
ing with the idea and ideal of 
American Democracy, In the 
first place we assert that the 
Negro is an American, and 
we assert further that a school 
in the darkest corner of Miss- 
issippi, if that expression is 
permissible here, with nothing 
but Negro students, and Negro 
teachers, is as much of an A- 
merican school as any other 
school, any place else in the 
United States, regardless of 
the mixture of its students, 
Moreover, if a Negro school in 
Mississippi or any place else 
in the United States besmirches 
the fair name of democracy, 
so also is the same true of a 
Greek Orthodox Center in Jack- 
son, Mississippi, a Croatian 
Club in Ferrell, Pennsylvania, 
a Jewish Synogogue in any city 
in the Nation, and any other or- 
ganization of any kind, whatso- 
ever bearing the name of any 
of the racial, ethnic or nationa- 
list groups that make up the 
population of the United States, 

In the matter of the 1964 
civil rights law we view it as 
part of the beginning ofthe evo- 
lution of the idea of civil rights 
in this country; a view which 
leads us to the conclusion that 
in the process of evolution the 
ultimate law will be one that is 
based on the fact that this is a 
‘Nation of Nations* and that 
each of its separate groups have 
the equal right to have their 
Separate institutions and orga- 
nizations of all kinds under the 
guarantee of equal protection 
under law. We therefore would 
warn, as one Negro to another 
against toogreat expectancy un- 
der the 1964 civil rights law. 
We would further warn that the 
1964 civil rights law is the 
outgrowth of a political climate 
that is in the constant process 
of change, Change that history 
makes for us as Negroes a sad 
picture indeed, 5 

Finally we would point out 
here that in the face of the new 
development regarding Negro 
teachers, which also includes 
Negro schools, we think the time 
has come for the great body of 
Negroes in the south to seek 
new leadership in this matter 

before it is too late, and thus 
reassert, in no unmistakable 
words and action, and their un- 
swerving belief in the superior 
ability of Negro teachers to 
teach Negro children, and give 
them the inspiration and the 


, courage to assume the full re- 


Sponsibilities of first-class A- 
merican citizenship,

Mr. Scott 
says that the majority of 
those who do not report are 
the people who hire baby- 
sitters to work in their 
homes on a regular basis. 

“‘Babysitters, who work 
in private homes regularly 
and are paid at least $4 
a week, are often forgot- 
ten when social security 
wage reports are due,’’ Mr. 
Scott said today. 

*‘The law is very speci- 
fic. Anyone who pays $50 
or more in cash wages to 
a domestic employee, ina 
calendar quarter, is legally 
obligated to report these 
wages to the Internal Re- 
venue Service. Reports, to- 


gether with social security- 


taxes payable, are due 
within 30 days after the end 
of the quarter in which the 
the wages were paid.’”’ 

Mr. Scott emphasized 
that only cash wages paid 
domestic employees are t@# 
be reported. Wages in the 
form of room and board, 
etc., are not subject to so- 
cial security tax. No re- 
port is required if the em- 
ployee was not paid cash

DANDRUFF 


The cause of dandruff 
is not known; however, we 
do know that it is a dis- 
order of the sebaceous 
glands in the scalp and 
comes in two forms, oily 
and dry. Brunettes are sub- 
ject to the oily variety of 
dandruff while blondes 
show the dry type. In the 
oily variety, thereis anex- 
cess of sebum, a secretion 
of the sebaceous glands 
which collects on the scalp 
in a greasy deposit. Dry 
dandruff appears on the 
scalp as fine, dry scales 
that cause itching and are 
shed abundantly, commonly 
noticeable on the shoulders 
of the blue serge suit. This 
dry type may be limited to 
the scalp or involve also 
the brows, neck and ears. 

Seborrhea, causing dan- 
druff, may appear in infan- 
cy in what is known as 
cradle cap; however, it is 
more prevalent during the 
adolescent period when the 
sebaceous glands become 
more active, as in acne, 
Prolonged illness, seden- 
tary Occupation, poor scalp 
hygiene and the wearing of 
tight and poorly ventilated 
hats are said to encourage 
dandruff. Many dermatolo- 
gists, however, believe that 
these factors play no part 
in causing dandruff. Im- 
proper function of the me- 
tablolism of fat has been 
suggested as a possible 
cause. Heredity is also 
considered a factor, and 
disturbance of the central 
nervous system has also 
come in for its share of 
responsibility in causing 
dandruff. 

A report on dandruff in 
a medical journal intimates 
that failure to wash the hair 
enough, or brushing it too 
much may bring on the con- 
dition. As for avoiding 
dandruff-it might be a good 
idea to wash the hair
